find some other means for doing so. On an ex- 
amination of the authorities Mr. Mood\ discov- 
ered that umW the authority of the supreme 
court of the United Stales, in the case of Chine 
\s. The United Stales, a conspiracy to conTmit a 
cninc against the United States, itself punishable 
0-ily In fine, the defendant might also be pmish- 
able 1>\ imprisonment, lie directed the United 
States attnrne\ in each district that 'in event of 
obtaining- a conviction on a charge of conspiracy 
ol this kind, \nu are directed to present to the 
court the desirabiliu of inflicting the penalty of 


imprisonment, to the end that these1 unlawful 
practices which have received almost universal 
condemnation, may be discouraged and prevented 
as far as existing laws will accomplish that re- 
sult.' " It has not, however, been explained why 
the jail sentence was imposed only upon the go- 
bctwccns and not upon the principals. 


The men who were chosen to fill the role of 


scapegoats were Thomas, a Ncw York freight 
broker and his clerk, Taggart. It is now a ques- 
tion whether Thomas and Taggart should have 
been convicted on a charge of conspiracy at all 
Many lawyers contend that "only shippers can
